The order excepts 
bona, fide roorf gardeus^^ outdoor restaurants, outdoor moving 'pic- 
ture theaters. 

St reel illumiiKit ions in all eilies arc restricted to I lie hours be- 
tween sunset and sunrise, and the amount of public lighting in any 
city will be reduced to that necessary for safety. 

The use of light for illiimiiiat ion or displiiy in sli(fp windows, 
store windows, or in signs in show windows will be discontinued 
from sunrise to sunset, and will be disedntinmd entirely on the 
"liglitless nights" designated by tlu^ordi'r.

Fifteen years ago, where I live, 
nearly every farm htfU its Hock of 
sheep. Today thefe are only four 
farms wliere shee are raised. There 
Is plenty of land prodnciiip nothluR 
where a coodsized Mo( k of filieep 
could be tliriviui;. Thi' reasmi i ^ most- 
ly doL;s. 

We hsve in tlie c-oiinlry toda.\ many 
tbousaiids III' wiiiili|e,s doj^s that are 
doing nolhiiii; bill ealiii(; and destroy- 
lUR thiniis. The cause of so many 
worthless dogs la thai there are so 
tunny mi-n keeping do^s who are not 
a hie lo keep them and who don't 
need them. I have seen tenant farm- 
ers with six to ten children who kept 
four or Hve dogs. They hardly ever 
made more than enough foodstiitt to 
do them till May or June. They had 
to make a crop and work for what 
they ate ond wall from thoh fill some- 
tliiti'.; was raised. They kept and fed. 
or tried to feed, these dnijs instead of 
feeiliiiLi a lio'- or some ( liickeiis. 

Tlicse rour fariuiu's wlnun I siioke 
of who keep sheep have taken the 
sitiialion inio llieir own hands. They 
warueij the neiuhlMii-.s I'mi e\ eT\- st ra.\' 
ilo^; found iHi_ their iir.'iiiises would lie 
kijie.l. I hiy'liad lo kill 0 few to let 
the people know that they meant what 
they said. Some of the iKuchbors told 
them if Ihey caught their dogs on 
their farm by themselves they would 
kill them. Those who didn't want 
tiielr dogs killed kept them tied, and 
the result Js that there Is hardly ever 
a raid. Then It Is done by some dog 
that Uvea two or three rollds away. 

What we need is a tav ot ten dol- 
lara on each dog. This would cause 
all of the worthless dogs' to be kill- 
ed and done away with. 1 like a Rood 
dog as well_as any man. but I hate a 
dog as much as any man could who 
is all the lime niuie from lioiiie killiliR 
sheep, suckin.'j curs. hreakiiiR into 
smokehouses, or sonieiliinR else. It Is

Current from Maysville's new Klec- 
trie power plant was t\ii'mMl into the 
qreat arterie«! of wire wliiih distrhule 
the power Into all parts of the city 
last niRht and this mornim; all of the 
elpclrlelty In the elly Is helm; furnish- 
ed by the new plant, one of the best 
equipped and most complete electric 
generating plants In the state of Ken- 
tucky. 

During all of last wepk the mach- 
inery at the January ft Wood Cotton 
Mills was being put Into shape for the 
new plant to drive It and this momln;; 
the splndlea turned by the power of 
electricity. 

At nine o'clock Sunday morning the 
old elect rie plant was stopped and the 
new plant look up the street car load. 
Dnrinp; all of the day the electricians 
were busy in all parts of the city 
clmnKlim the ilistributint; system 
from two to three phase ami there 
was no electric current in tlie city 
from nine o'clock yesterday mornim; 
until the power was turned Into the 
cables last night after all of these 
changes had been made. 

The plant was built by Cochran 
Brothers who have incorporated the 
company in the name of The Mays- 
vlUe Power Company. Mr. J. B. Slr- 
rlne. of Greenville. 8.. C, Is the en- 
gineer. Mr, SIrrine has a reputation 
of belns one of the best ootton mill 
engineers In the South. It Is of at- 
tractive, modern desitin and with 
eiiuipment for the most econoinical 
steaii' ami cdectrieal ueneration. So 
(M-oiKiniical is tile eiiniiniieiu llial less 
than one-half the fuel mcissary to 
operate the combined |ilanis of the 
MaysvlUe Gas Company and the Jan- 
uary & Wood Company, will operate 
the new plant. « 

In general the station consists of 
a modern boiler plant with 3 Man- 
ning type boilers of 300 horse pow- 
er each with 760 KW or 1.000 horse 
power steam-turbo generating units 
In a separote room, the basement of 
which, containing condensing equip- 
ment. pumps, etc., Is on 'a level with 
the holler tloor and opens Into same. 
Tho turbo t;etierators exhaust Into 
condensers, clreulalin'4 water which 
is cooled by a shallo" -^pray pond lo- 
cated In front of the huililiny Wat- 
er Is thus used over and over he- 
comlnc distilled ami no sraliiiK of the 
bidlers Is caused. 

Tlie re-enforced concrete lloor of 
that portion of the building contain- 
ing the electrical etiulpment Is from 
two to three feet above the level of 
the 1913 -flood line. 

The boiler room Is much lower and 
level with the yard or the floor of th.> 
coal bunkers In the rear of the build- 
ing. Around the entire bulldins 
and coal hunkers run>. a continuous 
and unbroken re-enforced con- 
crete wall that "III keep ^ 
out all Hood watcT. To )irovidi> for i 
any possible seepaue durini; tliiods j 
several sump I'its c .mneetc'd to an 
ejector pit in Hie liuiler riKim are pro- 
vided. 

In the basement is located a "riU 
gallon underwriters pump which Is 
case of flre distributes the entire ccm- 
tents of the spray pond through auto- 
matic sprinkler system Into the Cot- 
ton Mills. 

January A Wood Company has In- 
stalled motors and has converted all 
its power requlrementa to -electric 
motor drive. After having been ex- 
panded from 2un pounds to 10 pounds 
presstno for poneratlnK electric pow- 
er, steam Is extracted and sold .lan- 
uary & Wood at 111 poumis pressure 
for their healing and dy. ini; r. .|iiire- 
ments. When there is no demand for 
low pressure steam in the Cotton Mill 
all tlie steam will pass through all 
stages of the turbine and into the con- 
densers. 

The new plant Is primarily design- 
ed for public service and is a great 
asset to the city of MaysvlUe. -No 
city of 60,000 InhablUnts coiild have 
a better plant Arrangements have 
been made for Increasing lU output If 
necessary and the present building 
will be able to produce twice as much 
electricity as the city of MaysvlUe 
now rettuires. The plant has been 
built, however, so .that If MaysvlUe 
should at any time reciulre more than 
twice the present output, It can be 
added to and can be made to furnish 
enouKh eiecirieity for a city live tiincK 
tho size of Maysville. 

The buihlini' and eiiuiiiiiiK of the 
plant cost IhousundH of dolliirs hut 
the machinery was purchased on con- 
traota made In initi ir they bail to 
ba purobaaed today the plant would 
coat MM t^ M par oaat. mora.
